2. Or. the subject of property, the State Depart- 
ment lias ayroed that in th.030 cases whero the FBI 
representative loaves a country prior to tho relief 
by our representative, the FBI man will call upon the 
Ambassador to dnaimata a property custodian who will 
take over from them such property as is to eventually 
cono to CIO. includinn records and reports. (It is 
hoped that Jn view of "the action taken today, there 
will be few. if any of such cases. 


3. Should there be any difficulty in this 
temporary transfer to the state department In any country 
in Latin America, a rooort of such difficulty should be 
made to the State Department and they will at once direct 
their representative in the field to take over the 
property offered to them for temporary possession. ’ 
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
